Claims 1-36 are pending examination on the merits. 



Election/Restrictions

Claim 1, drawn to a polymer comprising repeating units (I) and (II) link Groups I-

Group I, 

Claim(s) 1-3, 9, 10 and 18-36, drawn to a polymer comprising repeating units (I) 
and (II). 

Group II, 

Claim(s) 4-8, 1 1 and 12, drawn to a polymer comprising repeating units (I), (II) 
and (III). 

Group III 

Claim(s) 13-17, drawn to a composition comprising a polymer repeating groups 
(I) and (II) and a unctuous agent. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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Bowers et al. (US 6,225,431) discloses a polymer comprising repeating units (I) 
and (II) (Example 20-22) according to invention I and thus is not considered a special 
technical feature. 

Group II differs from Groups I and III because additional unit (III) is included in 
the polymer. Group III differs from Groups I and II because an unctuous agent is 
added. 

A telephone call was made to Monique Cole on November 06, 2008 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
